RABAT, Feb. 15 (AP) -—Al- 
gerian regular forces, using heavy 
Soviet-made equipment, struck 
back at Moroccan troops about 200 
Miles beyond the Algerian border 
in the Western Sahara yesterday 
and recaptured the desert outpost 
of Amghala, the Moroccan gov- 
ermmment announced today. 

The Moroccans captured Am- 
ghale on Jan. 29 from 8 combined 
force of Algerian troops and Al- 
gerian-backed Polisario guerrilias 
fighting to gain independence for 
the territory, which Spain will on 
Feb. 29 hand over to Morocco 
διὰ Mauritania. At the end of 
last month's three-day battle, 
Morocco reported seizing 101 Al- 
ferian Army prisoners aid large 
quantities of Russia n-made 
equipment, The Algerians admit- 
ted their withdrawal at the time.

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The ‘New’ Lebanon 


The changes in Lebanon's political struc- 
ture, announced by President Salelman 
Franjieh, are far from radical. Rather, they 
may be called a demographic updating of 
an arrangement intended to more or less 
balance off religions and cultural elements 
in a nation which sought to temper tradi- 
tional antagonisms. When the old arrange- 
ment failed. in “suffering and tears,” as Mr. 
Franjieh phrased it, the extremists who did 
most of the fighting may have sought ex- 
treme g6415 Of éven greater Christian dom~- 
inance or its complete reversal by the Mos- 
Jems. But what emerged, after the Syrian- 
Pa.estinian intervention. was moderate, and, 
therefore, hopeful change. 

Thus the “new Lebanon” which emerges 
from the travail of past months may not 
pe all that new. The Moslems have been ac- 
corded 8 greater measure of political power, 
but conditions for balance still exist. The 
president is still to be a Maronite Christian 
(the major religious groups in Lebanon have 
their own subdivisions), the premier is still 
to be 4 Sunni Mosiem. But the president will 
no longer appoint the premier, who is to be 
chosen by a legislature equally divided be- 
tween Christians and Moslems in place of 


the six-to-five majority the former possessed 
in earlier practice. There may also be 2 
greater mezsure af local autoriomy in the 
various communities, atid some kind of ad- 
qustment with the Palestinians, whose pres- 
ence in Lebanon has been a source of fric- 
tion, especially with the Christians. 

Concéding all the unhappy potential of the 
“new Lebanon,” it is still true that Syria and 
the Lebanese leadership seam to have sought 
statesmanlike goals, mufual concessions 
rather than confrontation of the kind that 
has ravaged one of the Middle Eust’s most 
prosperous—ani freest-—states. For that, 
Syria, which was the decisive force in ending 
the recent fighting and in achieving the 
settlement, deserves credit. It is to be hoped 
that Syria will apply this approach te its 
relations with Israel, rather than employ the 
prestige if has acquired in’ Lebanon as a 
weapon against the Israelis. Far Τὸ what 
President Franjieh termed the “oniqué ferm- 
of co-existence” which Lebanon sought be- 
tween religions sicteeds in‘ the new plan, 
surely {t should nof remain migue ta Leba- 
non. Σὲ should be an example for relations 
between states of differing religions as well 
as within them.
